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1. Claims 1, 8-1 1, and 18-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Firstly, it is unclear from the claim language how the aqueous phase is generated. Does it 
stem solely from the water produced within the neutralization step? Since the instant claims are 
process claims, the origin of the aqueous phase within the process should be clarified. 

Secondly, within step d) of claim 8, the language, "said alcohol", lacks antecedent basis. 

Lastly, within step e) of claims 8 and 18, it is not clear that antecedence exists for "the 
alkaline reaction mixture from d)'\ 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 1, 9-11, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Adkins et al. ('971). 
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Adkins et al. disclose the production of p-MDI wherein a reducing agent is added to the 
amine, resulting from the reaction of aniline and formaldehyde, at any time following the 
addition of the neutralizing agent and before the stripping of the solvent used for phosgenation, 
wherein the excess reducing agent is quenched with methanol. See column 1, lines 46+; column 
2; and examples. Additionally, patentees disclose that hindered phenols may be used as the 
reducing agent; and it is noted that the hindered phenol reducing agent also meets applicants' 
alcohol component. 

4. Though patentees fail to disclose that an excess of base is used for neutralization, the 
position is taken that it would have been obvious to utilize an excess quantity of base so as to 
ensure complete deactivation or neutralization of the acid catalyst. 

5. The examiner has carefully considered applicants' arguments concerning Adkins et aL; 
however, it is not seen that the arguments are particularly relevant to the issues at hand. 
Applicants' response goes to great lengths to differentiate the reducing agents from the alcohol 
quenching agent; however, this distinction is immaterial since applicants' claims do not exclude 
the argued reducing agent. Applicants' arguments concerning the sole use of the alcohol are not 
commensurate in scope with the claims. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
